cost money,” he said, “but if we 
are saving money by paying the 
county for dispatching services, 
maybe we could afford it.” 

“Keeping a secretary is 
something we can address 
later,” said Mayor Lattus. “The 
main reason to do this (join 
the county’s dispatch service) 
is because of the money 
situation.” 

“I won’t be able to function 
without having a secretary,” 
stated Grogan. “That’s how 
strongly I feel. I have never 
worked at a place that didn’t 
maintain office hours.” 

“Are you saying you can’t 
work that way?” asked Mayor 
Lattus. 

“I won’t. I don’t want to,” 
replied Chief Grogan. 

Commissioner Williams 
agreed with Chief Grogan. “It 
is still a police department and 
with only one officer on duty at 
all times, I see his point,” stated 
Commissioner Williams. 

Mayor Lattus took Chief 
Grogan’s statement as an 
ultimatum. 

Chief Grogan said it wasn’t 
an ultimatum. “I am just saying 
if we can’t serve the public in an 
equal fashion and save money.”

Levee board explores ways 
to purchase an excavator

The Relief Well Project 
is federally funded, but the 
maintenance of the ditches 
constructed to handle the 
additional water created by 
the relief wells will become 
the responsibility of the Fulton 
County Levee Board. “We 
now have two and a half miles 
of ditches to maintain,” stated 
Fulton County Levee Board 
President David Weatherly. 
“Once the relief wells and 
ditches are complete, we will 
have 12 miles of ditches to 
maintain.” 

After spending approximately 
$57,000 to clean out the ditch 
at the pump station. Levee 
board members are exploring 
the possibility of purchasing 
an excavator. One of the main 
expenses performing the work 
was the rental charge for two 
excavators. 

“It will not be cost effective 


to rent an excavator every time 
we need to clean out a ditch,” 
stated Weatherly. “It would be 
beneficial to own one so we can 
maintain the ditches properly.” 

Estimated figures for a new 
excavator could cost between 
$250,000 and $350,000. The 
possibility of purchasing a 
slightly used one, was also 
discussed. 

Dwindling levee board funds 
have Levee board members 
searching for alternative 
resources and grants to purchase 
the expensive, but needed piece 
of machinery. Brad Davis, with 
the Purchase Area Development 
District, explained the Delta 
Regional Authority Grant 
process to the board during the 
meeting. Davis asked for them 
to gather their cost figures by 
spring. “They usually let us know 
then the amount appropriated 
for our state,” he said. “Usually

Grand Jury 
re-indicts 
Lattus for 
murder 

When the Fulton Grand Jury 
met on Thursday, Nov. 8, 30- 
year-old Tommy Lattus, of 
Hickman, was re-indicted for 
the January 23 shooting of Hick¬ 
man Mayor Charles Murphy. 
Lattus allegedly confessed to 
the shooting in the early morn¬ 
ing hours following the incident 
at Murphy’s residence. Lattus 
was arrested at the Hickman 
Police Station after he told them 
that he shot Murphy. 

Back on August 28, Lattus 
was ruled incompetent to stand 
trial after First District Circuit 
Judge Tim Langford heard tes¬ 
timony from Dr. Richard K. 
Johnson. 

Lattus underwent a 92-day 
extensive mental evaluation at 
the Kentucky Correctional Psy¬ 
chiatric Center before the Au¬ 
gust hearing.

Now, over four years later, some 300 people have 
been involved in the statewide volunteer network of people willing 
to give of their time, effort, goods and services to ensure that it 
happened. 

Pat Geveden, Coordinator of volunteers for the Old Governor’s 
Mansion restoration project, is a former resident of western Kentucky. 
She lived in Wickliffe with her husband Charles Geveden. Charles 
represented the first House district as state representative from 
1987 to 2004 in Ballard, Carlisle, Pulton, Hickman and McCracken 
counties. The Gevedens moved to Erankfort in January 2005, with 
both of them becoming involved in many worthwhile endeavors 
in Pranklin County, including the restoration of one of the oldest 
executive residences in the country (it is two years older than the 
White House). 

Kentucky Governors from 1798 to 1914, 33 in all, walked the 
halls and lived on the three floors of the prestige home. After 
four decades of non-political use Lieutenant Governor Harry Lee 
Waterfield and nine other Lt. Governors resided in the mansion. 

The doors closed in 2002 when Lt. Gov. Steven Henry and his 
wife Heather Prench Henry moved out of the residents, leaving the

Gradually the mansion, which is also known to have been privy 
to visits from eight presidents, including James Monroe, Andrew 
Jackson, Theodore Roosevelt and Bill Clinton, has been restored 
to its originally glory.

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Judge Langford participates in 2012 Circuit Judges College 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Nov. 5, 
2012 - Circuit Court Judge Tim 
Langford, who serves serves 
Ballard, Carlisle, Fulton and 
Hickman counties, participated 
in the 2012 Kentucky Circuit 
Judges College that took place 
Oct. 29-31 in Lexington. The 
Administrative Office of the 
Courts provided the judicial 
education program for the 
state’s Circuit Court judges. The 
event included 19.25 hours of 
continuing education credit for 
the judges. 

The judges received updates 
on case law and legislation and 
attended sessions on the Open 
Records Act, child support and 
domestic violence and met with 
legislators and other officials 
to discuss legislation on child 
fatalities and near fatalities. The 
judges also heard from Chief 
Justice of Kentucky John D. 
Minton Jr. about the work of 
the Kentucky Access to Justice 
Commission, which was formed 
to identify the most pressing 
legal needs of those unable 
to afford lawyers and create a 
statewide plan to address those 
needs. 

“There is a great need for legal 
aid to help low-income citizens 
who have nowhere else to turn 
for assistance with evictions, 
child custody issues, consumer 
fraud, government benefits for 
the elderly and other important 
legal matters,” said Circuit Court 
Judge Paul F. Isaacs, who serves 
Bourbon, Scott and Woodford 


counties and is president of 
the Kentucky Association of 
Circuit Judges. “Chief Justice 
Minton encouraged the circuit 
judges to support Kentucky’s 
civil legal aid efforts by letting 
people know how to find legal 
assistance and improving court 
processes for those with limited 
access to attorneys.” 

Circuit judges also had the 
opportunity to attend courses 
about evidence, youthful 
offender procedures, the 
Kentucky State Police Forensic 
Laboratory System, writs and 
appeals from District Court, 
Westlaw, the State Law Library 
and House Bill 463. HB 463 
took effect in June 2011 and 
is the most comprehensive 
overhaul of Kentucky’s penal 
code in more than 30 years. All 
three branches of government 
supported the legislation, 
which is designed to curb the 
cost of incarceration without 
compromising public safety. 

Circuit Court is the court of 
general jurisdiction that hears 
civil matters involving more 
than $5,000, capital offenses and 
felonies, divorces, adoptions, 
termination of parental rights, 
land dispute title cases and 
contested probate cases. 

The college also offered 
sessions specifically for Family 
Court judges that covered 
child abuse, parental rights, 
maintenance (spousal support) 
and electronic recordings of 
Family Court proceedings. There 


was also a session for the judges 
to discuss trends and issues in 
family law cases. Family Court 
is a division of Circuit Court 
and has primary jurisdiction in 
cases involving family issues, 
including divorces, adoption, 
child support, domestic violence 
and juvenile status offenses. 

Administrative Office of the 
Courts 

The AOC is the operations 
arm for the state court system 
and supports the activities 
of nearly 3,300 court system 
employees and 403 elected 
justices, judges and circuit 
court clerks. The AOC Division 
of Judicial Branch Education 
provides continuing education 
for the elected officials. As the 
fiscal agent for the state court 
system, the AOC also executes 
the Judicial Branch budget.

December 1990,1 retired from the 
National Guard with a little over 
20 years of service, 8 of which was 
active duty. 

In January 1991,1 was rehired as 
dispatcher for the City of Hickman 
Police, Fire and Ambulance 
Service.

The meeting was held in Washington 
D.C. to establish procedures for display¬ 
ing the United States Flag. The code was 
based on Army and Navy practices. In 
1942, Congress passed a joint resolution 
to make the Flag Code a law. 

Today, we celebrate June 14 as Flag Day. 
Although it is a law, there are no penal¬ 
ties and the Flag Code is a voluntary guide 
for showing respect to the U.S. Flag. 
Forty-seven states have their own laws 


★ Thfu.S. Flag should be 
displayed from sunrise to sun- 
' set, unless it is well lit during 
the darkness. 

The U.S. Flag should always 
be placed above other flags and pen¬ 
nants. There is one exception during a 
special Navy ceremony at sea. 

On a stage, the U.S. Flag should al¬ 
ways be placed behind the speaker and to 
his/her right. 

When hanging the U.S. Flag vertically 
or horizontally from a wall or window, 
the canton, or union, should be at the top 
right of the flag. When you face the flag, 
it should be on your left. 

OnMemorialDay, theU.S. Flagis 
flown at half staff until noon, and then 
raised until sunset. 

The President of the United States, 
governors and limited other government 
officials may direct the U.S. Flag to be 
flown at half staff. 


TheU.S. Flag should not be allowed 
to touch the ground, but if it does, you are 
not required to destroy it as long as it is 
still suitable for display. 

It is acceptable to wash or dry clean a 
U.S. Flag to keep it in good shape. 

Only all-weather U.S. Flags made of 
non-absorbent material should be dis¬ 
played during bad weather. 

When a U.S. Flag has served its life, it 
should be destroyed, preferably by burn¬ 
ing. Many American Legion posts have 
special ceremonies on Flag Day, June 14. 
You may have your own ceremony to dis¬ 
creetly burn worn out flags. 

Never use a U.S. Flag to cover a statue 
or monument or drape the flag over the 
hood, top, sides or back of a vehicle, train 
or boat. 

TheU.S. Flag should not be used as 
wearing apparel, including costumes or 
athletic uniforms, bedding or drapery. 

Every schoolhouse should display the 
U.S. Flag during school days. 

The U.S. Flag should never be used 
for advertising purposes.
